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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We are much pleased to be able to report the very successful 
operations of our schools during the year now closing. There has 
been a progress made by the pupils, which is not only apparent but 
real, and which is materially, largely due to the efficiency of the 
instructors, which must, of necessity, be combined with desire on the 
part of those who are under instruction. 

And we may with safety assert that the manifest interest in the 
schools by teachers and pupils during the year, has never been 
exceeded in any previous one. 

This is in itself a satisfaction and encouragement, yet a nearer 
approach to the ideal in this direction is possible, and we may think 
largely, probable through the education of the home, in regard to the 
value of the education which may be obtained from our common and 
High schools, and the great desirability of obtaining the same. 

And surely the co-operation of parents and the school manage- 
ment is an important factor in obtaining results commensurate with 
the labor and expense involved. 

Three schools have been continued through the year outside of the 
village, and as they could not cover all the territory in which pupils 
resided, it has necessitated the transportation of a considerable num- 
ber of scholars, and this is a feature which is not entirely desirable, 
as the lack of funds must bring a lack of facilities which is very 
dificult to overcome, as the compensation is usually meager, and 
the questions arising from this source are more troublesome than. all 
others relating to the schools. 

Under the instruction of Miss Isabelle M. Farley, the study of 
vocal music was successfully introduced in the schools during the 
spring term, and continued through the autumn. Very much interest 
was manifested in the study and a good start was made in cbtaining 
the rudiments, but further progress wes delayed, ¢s tle study was 
abandoned for purely financial reasons. 

It is to be hoped the town will wish the same to be renewed, end 
will signify its desire by graniing an appropriaiion for its revival. 


A few lessons in Elocution and Physical Culture were given in the 
village schools by Miss Harriet F. Sullivan, which were pleasing and 
popular, as well as practical, and we would be pleased if all our 
schools could have the advantage of a regular course in the same.
